A 29-year veteran of arena management, Kent has extensive experience in 
hockey dating back to 1958 when he began his association with the Eastern 
League. 

He worked on the original proposal that led Atlanta’s successful bid for a 
National Hockey League franchise in 1971 and has been involved with Flames 
management since his return to Atlanta in 1975. 

Kent also is President and Chief Executive Officer of The Omni. In that 
capacity he has thoroughly revitalized the financial and operational aspects of 
- the arena. Under his direction, The Omni schedule of events has increased 
dramatically during the past four years. The Omni now has more than 225 events 
per year, including sports events, concerts, wrestling, circus, ice show, and 
other varied attractions. As a result, The Omni has become a solid success. 

Kent has achieved national recognition in arena management and also is 
regarded as a leading authority in the design, construction and operation of 
such facilities. He has served as a consultant on more than 30 projects 
throughout the United States. 

Kent is a Past President of the International Association of Arena Managers, 
the professional organization of arena/auditorium/exhibit hall executives, and 
has received numerous honors from that organization, including honorary 
lifetime membership. 

Bob and his wife, Nancy, have two married daughters and four grandchildren.

Rangers before shedding the blades in 1968 to begin the second phase of his S 
hockey career.

CLIFF FLETCHER VP & General Manager 
Throughout the National Hockey League, there are few executives that are as J mo 


widely respected as the Flames’ General Manager, Cliff Fletcher. 

He has been the captain of the Atlanta ship since they entered the league in 
1972 and the pivotal force behind their growth from a struggling expansion team 
to a club that is on the verge of capturing that first Stanley Cup. 

An astute judge of hockey talent, Fletcher’s selections in the annual NHL 
draft have been consistently productive and two of them, Eric Vail and Willi 
Plett, have captured the Calder trophy which is annually awarded to the league’s 
premier rookie. 

It’s in the trading market, however, that he has earned a reputation as perhaps 
the shrewdest of all the hockey fleshpeddlars. In past seasons he has acquired 
such players as Bob MacMillan, Jean Provonost, Bill Clement and Bob Murdoch 
who have already made tremendous contributions to the success of the club. 

Fletcher’s biggest trade, though, occurred last March when he shocked the 
Hockey world by swapping five players to the Chicago Black Hawks in exchange 
for Phil Russell, lvan Boldirev, and Darcy Rota. It was one of the biggest trades 
in the history of the NHL and rapidly paid dividends to the Flames as all three 
men made their presence felt down the stretch. 

Fletcher began his professional hockey career in 1950 when he joined the 
Montreal Canadiens’ Organization as the manager of a junior team. He worked { 
closely with Sam Pollack, the Canadiens’ former General Manager for the next 
ten years before moving to St. Louis in 1967 where he served as their Chief 
Scout for Eastern Canada. In 1969, the Blues appointed him Assistant General 
Manager,.a position he held until the end of the 1970-71 season. 

Cliff and his wife “Boots” have two children, Chuck who plays in the Georgia 
Amateur Hockey Association and daughter Kristy. 


JIGGS MCDONALD Voice of the Flames 


The constant, non-stop action of professional hockey makes it perhaps the 
most challenging of all sports to announce and the Flames are fortunate to have 
a man who is considered to be among the very best at this diffcult task. 

“Jiggs” McDonald begins his 13th season of National Hockey League 
play-by-play and his eighth as the only “voice” that the Flames have ever had. 
Widely respected among his peers, he has probably done more to spread hockey 
knowledge and goodwill throughout the Southeast than any other person. 

Born in Ayre, Ontario, he worked for three radio stations in Ontario before 
being selected as the play-by-play announcer for the Los Angeles Kings in 1967. 
It was in Los Angeles that he acquired his famous nickname. He was known as 
Ken McDonald at the time and his boss, Jack Kent Cooke, said he needed a 
name that everyone would remember. Ken remembered deep into his childhood 
that buddies had called him “Jiggs” because of his resemblance to the 
comic-strip character. Cooke said great and he’s been Jiggs ever since. 

One of the founding fathers of the NHL Broadcasters Association, Jiggs 
begins his third season as President of the organization which is certainly a 
tribute to his stature in the business. 

As if hockey play-by-play, speaking appearances and broadcast sales didn’t 
occupy enough of his time, Jiggs also serves as the weekend sports voice of 
WSB-TV. 

He and wife Marilyn and daughters Kelly and Susan make their home in 
Marietta. 


DAVID POILE Assistant General Manager 


David Poile has been a member of the Flames’ Organization since the very 
beginning back in 1972 and he is now in his fourth year as the Assistant General 
Manager. His many duties were expanded even further this past summer to 
include the supervision of both the Public Relations and Marketing 
Departments. In addition, he serves as the Director of Player Personnel for 
Atlanta’s Birmingham Farm Club, c jnates the minor officials assignments 
for home games while logging thousa of miles each winter scouting talent at 
the professional level. 

He comes from a sound hockey heritage: s his father “Bud” played in the 
NHL for six seasons, was the General Mana afer both the Flyers and Canucks, 
the President of the WHA and currently serves a§ the President of the Central 
Hockey League. An uncle, Don Poile, also saw NAL duty as a player with the 
Detroit Red Wings. 


David was born in Toronto while his father was pla in the NHL. The family 
then moved to Edmonton, Alberta where his father coa there for some ten 
years before moving to San Francisco.

A NEW HOME FOR 
DON LEVER

Atlanta Flames’ Coach Al MacNeil was beginning to 
sound like a broken record. And Flames’ General 
Manager Cliff Fletcher sounded like he was stuck ina 
groove of a record, too. 

MacNeil talked of his team needing more intensity 
each and every time he was interviewed, while Fletcher 
was stuck with the thought of getting a tenacious left 
winger. 

Then on Feb. 8 Fletcher made a trade with the 
Vancouver Canucks and Fletcher and MacNeil started 
singing a different tune. 

Fletcher had his tenacious left winger, and MacNeil 
had more of the intensity he was looking for. The 
person responsible for the change was former Canuck 
team captain Don Lever. 

In exchange, the Flames sent center Ivan Boldirev 
and winger Darcy Rota to the Canucks and Atlanta also 
received minor league winger Brad Smith. 


Lever had little trouble fitting in with his new 
teammates, on and off the ice. 

He and Eric Vail had been friends since they played 
hockey way back in their midget days, and he had 
played on the Canadian team in the World Cup last year 
with David Shand, Dan Bouchard, Bob MacMillan and 
Garry Unger. 

“From the time | walked into the dressing room they 
made me feel at home,” Lever said. “It was an easy 
change to make in that respect.” 

“And | think this may be a good trade for me. It will 
give me a new lease on life. | felt | was getting stale in 
Vancouver and hope the whole thing works out well for 
everyone involved.” 

“| hope | can help this team and | sincerely hope 
Darcy and Ivan like it in Vancouver.” 

While he was made to feel at home off the ice, Lever 
showed he knew his way around on the ice. He scored 
a goal in his first game as a Flame and after eight 
contests in an Atlanta uniform had four goals and four 
assists. His defense and work in the corners also 
brought a smile to the face of MacNeil, a coach known 
to stress defense and players who can play at both 
ends of the ice.

His best year occ in the 1974-75 season when he 
had 38 goals a 30 assists. The 5-foot-11, 
185-pounder was the Canucks first round draft choice 
(3rd overall) in the 1972 NHL amateur draft. Since that 
time, he has scored 186 goals and assisted on 221 
others in his seven-plus seasons with the Canucks, the 
only team he had played for in his professional career, 
prior to the trade. 

And the fact he had played for the Canucks for so 
long somewhat bothered Lever when he was traded. 
After all, in the north city where hockey is king, he was 
the team captain and was known as “Mr. Hustle of the 
Canucks.” 

“I still don’t know why | was traded,” Lever said. 
“Other than the fact (coach) Harry Neale likes big, 
strong wingers and | didn’t fit in.” 

“But maybe it was for the best. | took a lot of the 
responsibility for the losses, being team captain and 
after being there so long. 

“! had almost made up my mind before the season 
started to play out my option and become a free agent, 
but they brought in a bunch of young players and we 
started playing well and | got caught up in the 
enthusiasm, so | signed a new contract.”

“But then came January and the usual slump.” 

“’m happy with the way things have worked out, 
though. Here in Atlanta there’s talk of finishing fourth 
or fifth in the league, while in Vancouver we were 
talking about finishing 10th. Lately the way things have 
gone, they’re talking about just getting into the 
playoffs. It’s not very often you get an opportunity to 
play for a team like this.” 

Almost since his first game with the Flames, Lever 
has played ona line with center Kent Nilsson and right 
winger Ken Houston. And the three clicked from the 
start. Known as the LSD line (Lever, Swede, and Doc), 
the trio was the Flames’ second-highest unit with 10 
goals and 13 assists in Lever’s first eight games. 

While Lever felt at home in Atlanta in a short time and 
was having success on the line he was playing on, the 
biggest change was getting away from the horrendous 
travel schedule he went through in Vancouver. 

First of all, he was surprised when teammates were 
talking about playing golf after a practice late in 
February and was also surprised at how much free time 
there was, even while on the road. 

“This must be distracting,” Lever said of the 74 
degree temperature and bright sunshine he walked into 
one day after a practice at the Fla training facility 
at Ice Land. It must be hard at times ep your mind 


on hockey. But being able to get ou get some 
fresh air must be nice.” Y

There have 
been other years, just like this one, when the team gets 
off to a good start and then around January comes the 
slump and a bunch of injuries.” 

“It?s too bad for the people in Vancouver because 
they support the team so well. They deserve better then 
what they’ve gotten. It’s hard for them to look and see 
how well a team like Buffalo has done — a city that 
came into the league at the same time — and see how 
poorly Vancouver has done. 

“And there’s been so many changes there. They’re 
doing it again this season. Now, they’ve traded away a 
lot of the youth and gone to older players. | guess 
they’re looking for a contender right away. It seems 
everything has gone to shambles.” 

“! can’t complain, because | was treated very well 
there, but I’m glad for the change, especially getting a 
chance to play here. | had heard trade rumors early in 
the season and thought | might be going to Minnesota, 
but I’m glad | didn’t.” 

But while he has been able to fit in with his new 
teammates and likes the weather and the travel 
schedule here in Atlanta, it’s hard for Lever to figure 
why the team isn’t supported better. 

“This team could own Vancouver,” Lever said. “It’s 
going to be hard for me to play in a city where hockey 
isn’t No. 1. I’ve always played in Canadian cities. It 
must be hard to play in front of 6-7,000 people all the 
time, but | guess the new schedule has a lot to do with 
it. | understand the Islanders, Flyers and Rangers draw 
better here, but | think people are seeing how far the 
league has come in just a year.” 


“It’s strange to see the Islanders and Canadiens 
having problems, but there is more parity in the league 
this season. And it’s going to be even better in a couple 
of years.” 

So with the Flames starting their stretch drive, with a 
tough month of March, Lever had bigger crowds and a 
different atmosphere to look forward to. 

“l’ve felt no pressure here whatsoever,” Lever said. 
“It’s a good feeling. In Vancouver | felt there was a load 
on my shoulders and it’s nice just to be able to play and 
not worry about the whole team.” 

So, after spending seven years playing in the same 
city and at the age of 27, Don Lever was embarking on a 
whole new career. But he was looking forward to the 
challenge. 

“Here, each line can score and check and there’s a 
feeling we can win every game we go into,” Lever said.

After a month with the Flames, it was certain Lever 
could help.

Ftorek (Needham, Mass.) and Mark Howe (Detroit, 
Mich.) finished second and fourth respectively in the 
scoring race. Ftorek will be with Quebec and Howe 
with Hartford in the expanded twenty-one team NHL. 

In the college ranks Minnesota’s literally All 
American team won its third national title in a decade 
under Coach Herb Brooks as they defeated North 
Dakota 4-3 in Detroit. The game was a rematch of the 
United States Hockey Hall of Fame Game played at 
Eveleth, Minnesota the prior October. Visit the Hall of 
Fame year round, located 60 miles north of Duluth on 
Highway 53.

Frank has invented and produces three ‘Astro Turf” 
machines — one which removes 75 per cent of the 
water from artificial playing surfaces, one which re- 
moves field stripes, and one which picks up and 
assembles Astro Turf into rolls for storage.
